Hearing held about Jordanelle Dam site 


HEBER CITY, Utah — Members of a congressional panel say they have 
seen no evidence to support allegations that the site of the Jordanelle Dam is 
geologically unsafe. 

During a day-long hearing here Saturday sponsored by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Energy and Natural Resources and conducted by members of the Utah 
congressional delegation, government witnesses refuted criticism of the site. 

Sen. Jake Garn, R-Utah, arranged the hearing to settle allegations by 
former U.S. Bureau of Reclamation employees that the agency covered up 
negative geological information about the dam and reservoir site six miles east 
of Heber City. 

BOR geologists and U.S. Geological Survey team members who studied the 
site last summer have vouched for its safety. 

Garn said that he had received a preliminary report from the Inspector 
General’s Office saying it found no evidence of a cover-up by the bureau. 

Of the four lawmakers who attended the hearing — Sens. Garn and Orrin 
Hatch, and Reps. Bill Orton and James Hansen — only Garn and Orton stayed 
until the end. 

_,. Republicans Hatch and Hansen, who attended for just a few hours, said they 
had conflicting commitments. At the end of the day, Garn and Orton said that 
based on the testimony offered they did not believe critics had made their case. 


TWA may not survive bankruptcy court 


NEW YORK — Bankruptcy filings by airlines may seem almost as routine 
as takeoffs and landings these days, but the end result of all the financial chaos 
could be a vastly different industry. 

Trans World Airlines last week became the latest to go into Chapter 11, 
where three carriers died last year. Although TWA had said for some time it 
would go into bankruptcy court, the filing cast doubt on its ability to survive 
and resurrected questions about whether consumers may eventually be held 
hostage to the whims of a few giant carriers. 

TWA insists it is going into bankruptcy in much better shape than ill-fated 
rivals Eastern, Pan Am and Midway. Chairman Carl C. Icahn has cut deals 
with creditors and his machinists union. 

He intends for TWA to have almost as much cash on hand as it does debt, 
roughly $600 million to $700 million. 

But even if the plans succeed, wiping away about $1 billion of TWA’s debt, it 
doesn’t necessarily mean the carrier will return to health. 


Plaintiff's doctor testifies at Tyson trial 


INDIANAPOLIS — A doctor who examined a teen-age beauty contestant 
testified Saturday that she had injuries consistent with rape but told him she 
was afraid to bring charges against the former heavyweight champion. 

“She said she was scared, because it would be her word against Mr. 
Tyson’s,” Dr. Thomas Richardson told the Marion Superior Court jury. 

Tyson, 25, is charged with rape, confinement and criminal deviate conduct. 
If convicted, he faces up to 63 years in prison. 

Richardson, the emergency room physician who examined the 18-year-old 
woman the day after the alleged rape, said he found injuries consistent with 
forced intercourse. He said he had seen such injuries as a result of consensual 
sex only twice, but they occur in up to 30 percent of rape cases, he said. 

- “Usually, with a consensual act, you're relaxing things,” he said. “You don’t 
want it to hurt.” 

» The physician dismissed as “garbage” a study cited by the defense showing 
evidence of vaginal trauma in a majority of women who had consensual sex. 

» The defense contends the woman consented to sex with Tyson. During her 
testimony, Tyson’s accuser said she experienced “excruciating pain.”

U.S. funds companies’ overseas ads

WASHINGTON — McDonald’s 
got $465,000 from the Agriculture 
Department last year for ads, paper 
tray liners and counter displays pro- 
moting Chicken McNuggets to cus- 
tomers around the world. 

Campbell Soup Co. spent part of 
the $450,000 it got from the govern- 
ment to remind the people of Japan, 
Korea, Argentina and Taiwan to have 
V-8 juice. 

Joseph E. Seagram and Sons 
touted its Four Roses bourbon in Eu- 
rope and the Far East with $146,000 
from the department. 

The three companies are among 
dozens of corporate giants that have 
collected money under a USDA pro- 
gram to find new overseas markets 
for American food, candy, bourbon, 
wine, ginseng, cotton, mink pelts and 
bovine semen. 

Some of the companies get millions 
of dollars a year, according to docu- 
ments obtained by The Associated 
Press through the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act. 

The $200-million-a-year Market 
Promotion Program is supposed to 
help American farmers by promoting 
exports of products that contain at 
least 50 percent U.S. agricultural 
commodities. 

Two-thirds of the grants in 1991 
went to industry associations that 
conduct generic promotions for prod- 
ucts such as strawberries, kiwis or 
cling peaches. 

The rest went to a long list of com- 
panies to advertise their brand-name 
products. 

Those brands include Burger King, 
M&M-Mars and Hershey Foods, Del 
Monte, Welch’s and Ocean Spray 
Cranberries, Nabisco and Quaker 
Oats. 

The amounts last year ranged from 
as little as $237 to the millions. 

Pillsbury got $2.9 million to pro-

mote processed corn, Sunkist Grow- 
ers won nearly $10 million to promote 
citrus, Gallo got about $5 million, and 
Dole — Dole Fresh Fruit, Dole Dried 
Fruit and Nut Co. and Dole Citrus — 
collected a total of about $3 million. 

Critics question why companies 
with substantial advertising budgets 
are getting thousands of government 
dollars for promotions they would 
likely conduct anyway. 

“This is a classic example of welfare 
for the rich in the worst possible 
way,” says Rep. Dick Armey, R- 
Texas. “You go down the list of com- 
panies and it’s hard to imagine they 
need a handout from the American 
taxpayer to market their products 
abroad. If McDonald’s needs help in 
marketing ... we are in sad shape in 
this country.” 

“Who says the budget can’t be cut?” 
adds David Keating, executive vice 
president of the National Taxpayers 
Union. 

Rod Leonard, executive director of 
the Community Nutrition Institute, 
said a company’s decision to enter an 
overseas market “never rests on 
whether they’re able to extort a sub- 
sidy from the federal government. 

“It’s not an export promotion pro- 
gram, it’s a pass-out-the-goodies pro- 
gram, and you have to be a big corpo- 
ration to get a piece of it,” he said. 

A spokesman for Campbell Soup 
Co. said company officials believe the 
program has. helped sell more juice 
and soup abroad. 

“It enables us to ship products we 
might not otherwise be able to mar- 
ket,” said Jim Moran from the com- 
pany’s headquarters in Camden, N.J. 
“The name Campbell has virtually no 
brand recognition overseas and this 
gives us the opportunity to get some 
brand recognition we might not oth- 
erwise get.” 

Steve Censky, associate adminis-

Provo City to test 
Y water for lead

Some BYU buildings and off cam- 
pus housing units that were built be- 
tween 1982-1985 will have the oppor- 
tunity to get their pipes tested for 
lead content during the next four 
months. 

Carl Carpenter of the Provo Water 
Department said the EPA has come 
out with new standards concerning 
the amount of lead particles in the 
drinking water. 

“The problem is that corrosion in 
the piping is causing the lead to dis- 
solve into the drinking water,” Car- 
penter said. 

“The lead particles can not exceed 
five parts per billion,” he said. 

“If the water has more than re- 
quired lead content, then chemicals 
must be put in the water to counteract 
the effects of the lead and corrosion,” 
Carpenter said. 

Carpenter said that a few buildings 
at BYU were sent applications to par- 
ticipate in the testing. 

“The Benson Institute, the Clyde 
Engineering and Technology Build- 
ing and Haws Field met the criteria 
for being tested,” Carpenter said. 

The buildings must return the ap- 
plications or they will not be tested for 
lead, he said. 

Carpenter said BYU housing units 
that fall in the testing category will 
eventually be given the chance to be 
tested. 

“The tests must be completed by 
June,” Carpenter said. 

“The city would help out if more 
than 10 percent of the water tested 
exceeds the limit,” Carpenter said. 

“The city has been replacing lead 
pipes for years,”he said. 

Lu Allman, executive secretary of 
water resources, said about 136 ques- 
tionnaires were sent out to prospec- 
tive houses for the lead testing pro- 
cess. 

Allman said the questionnaires 
asked not only about lead piping, but 
lead joints in the piping that may be in 
question for the tests under the new 
standards. 

“75 have responded favorably to 
the test,” Allman said. 

Allman said it takes two or three 
weeks to get test results. 

“They have to wait six hours after 
the water is run before testing,” All- 
man said. 

He said that the EPA is requiring 
the testing of water pipes all over the 
nation. 

“Housing ‘units will be tested 
later,” Allman said. 

The Provo City Water Department 
said that most of the BYU buildings 
have not returned their question- 
naires yet. i 

“They will not be tested if the ques- 
tionnaire is not’ sent in,” the water 
department said. 

John Pace from off-campus housing 
said some of the older units may have 
lead pipes.

Oral Roberts University’s student 
government, the Student Associa- 
tion, is similar to BYUSA in many 
ways, such as election process and 
: honor code 
screenings of 
every candi- 
date. 

John Freil- 
ing, Student 
Association 
executive vice 
president, 
said 
prospective 
candidates at- 
tend a manda- 
tory meeting where they sign for- 
mal declarations of candidacy, 
registrar’s clearances and student 
affairs clearances. The registrar en- 
sures grade requirements are met 
and the dean of student affairs 
checks for any honor code viola- 
tions. 

Candidates are also required to 
submit petitions signed by five per- 
cent of the students at ORU to en- 
sure candidates’ seriousness in run- 
ning, Freiling said. 

Freiling said no literary cam- 
paigning is permitted until one 
week before elections which are 
scheduled for the first week in 
March. “However, candidates can 
campaign by word-of-mouth,” he 
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said. 

Campaign rules include a two-sign 
rule which allows only two signs to be 
mounted on each dorm floor and in the 
cafeterias as well as other spots 
around campus. Flyers can only be 
distributed in person. 

ORU counts votes by hand. Freil- 
ing said the process is tedious. “I wish 
we had a computerized counting sys- 
tem because it would save time and 
also be rather tamper-proof,” he said. 

Freiling said only two candidates 
usually run for an office. When three 
candidates run, the winner must have 
at least 40 percent of the votes. 

Freiling said the election process is 
very fair. 

Molly O’Connor, director of Stu- 
dent Activities at ORU, said the Stu- 
dent Association is in charge of mak- 
ing amendments to bills and getting 
legislation through the administra- 
tion. 

Freiling said, “The authority the 
Student Association does have is 
fairly limited.” He said the govern- 
ment can only make suggestions for 
changes. 

O'Connor said the Student Associa- 
tion does its own decision making for 
new programs, which are then given 
to the advisers who forward the legis- 
lation to the proper authorities. “The 
Student Association can make only 
suggestions for changes in school pol- 
icy,” she said. But they cannot auto- 
matically get policies changed. 

The Student Association does con-

form to their own constitution, 
O’Connor said. She said, “Student 
Association advisers don’t tell the 
students how to run their areas or 
what decisions to make.” She said 
they act as a liaison between the 
Student Association and the admin- 
istration. 

The Student Association is com- 
posed of six students called execu- 
tive officers. Most of the officers are 
vice presidents over specific areas 
such as activities, services, finances 
or graduate affairs. Each officer 
heads a committee in his or her re- 
spective department. 

The activities committees’ sizes 
vary from project to project, 
O’Connor said. Several volunteers 
are often needed. She said the other 
committees offer some kind of schol- 
arships to their members. 

A 20-25 member senate is also in- 
cluded in the student government.. 
O’Connor said each member of the 
senate represents about 150 stu- 
dents. 

O’Connor and the Dean of Stu- 
dents are the Student Association’s 
only advisers. 

O’Connor said the activities com- 
mittee is over all the activities oc- 
curring on campus, such as movies 
and speakers. The service commit- 
tee directs services such as shut- 
tles, a commuter lounge and wing 
representatives which initiate up- 
grades and implementations in the 
dorms.
